THE OPTIONAL CLAUSE. 


Following the renunciation’ of 
war as an inalrument of national 
policy by most, of the nations of 
the world, the announcement 
that Spain has decided to subscribe 
to the Optional Clauso of the 
Statute of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice is not with- 
out its interest. We belleve we 
aro right in stating that Spain is 
the’ twenty-cight nation to adhere 
to this clause, although quite a 
amber of tho slgnatorios are not 
yet fully bound to it, either by 
reason of certain reservations or 
from the: fact that formal ratifica- 
tion has not taken place. Germany 
was the ‘last country ‘to sign, her 
ralification having , been notified 
in March of this year, and she thua 
thas tha honour of being the first 
Great Power to accept the clause. 
France's . signature was given as 
jong ago a3 1924, for n period of 
fiftéen years, but this was subject 
to ‘ratification, to -power .of 
denunciation if the Geneva Proto- 
col should Japse, and to the pro- 
vision that a dispute might first be 
referred to ‘conciliation by the 
f|Lengue of Nations Council. Tho 

Protocol haa sincb lapsed, and 
ratification has yet to be made. 
Great Britain and the Dominions 
{have not signed, holding the view 
that the step would be premature, 

What, precisely, is this Optional 
Clause? It is an undertaking 
which Governments may sign, 
binding their peoples in advance 
to accept legal judgment in thelr 
logal ‘international disputes.
